WARNING AGAINST SMALL-POX.

Bowling Greex, Ky , March 25, 1898 
To the officials, Physicians and People oj 
Kentucky. 

This Board again gives warning that 
our State is seriously threatened with 
an epidemic o. smah-pox. Grave con- 
ditions already exist in Bell. Whitley 
and Madison counties, and cases are 
reported in Knox and Mason counties. 
So far the disease has been almost ex- 
clusively confined to negroes, but this 
exemption of the white ra-e 
long b 3 hoped for if it continues to 
spread.. 

In spite of repeate 1 and continued 
warnings from this and county and 
municipal boards, each community so 
far attacked was unprepared, a large 
per cent, of the population was unvac- 
cinated, and dangerous and costly de- 
lays occurred before the character of 
the disease was recognized, an 1 hospi- 
tal and other provisions coul 1 be made 
for the sick and exposed. 

Under our laws this expense must 1 e 
met by the counties and cities affected, 
and it can only be made small by prop- 
er preparation before a case appears. 
Had Middlesboro and Bell couuty been 
thus foreheaded and ready to care for 
the first cases, thousands of dollars 
would have been saved in actual out- 
lay, very many thousands in loss of 
business, and the officials and commu- 
nity the mortification of clamoring for 
outside aid to do what they were am- 
ply able to do for themselves. 

In view of these facts, the Board ad- 
vises that each town and city at once 
pass and enforces a compulsory vac- 
cination ordinance, beginning .with 
the colored race, but reaching every- 
body; that isolation hospitals or tents, 
and suitable ground for their location, 
he secured; that visiting and strange 
negroes be hunted out, vaccinated and 
kept under observation, and especial- 
ly that physieians practicing amongst 
negroes be instructed as to the difficul- 
ty of recognizing mild cases of small- 
pox and varioloid in this race, and of 
the importance of calling in experi- 
enced counsel in every doubtful or 
suspicious case. Those having this 
work in hand should deal firmly, but 
kindly, with every one, advising that 
this work is being done for their pro- 
tection as well as that of the commu- 
nity. 

Quarantines against in'ected places, 
the first resort of unpreprred towns, 
do much acturl harm by giving rise to 
a frlse s.-nce of security, thus retard- 
ing the work of vaccination and prepa- 
ration, and, if rigidly enforced, are 
much more expensive than the pre- 
cautions herein advised, besides caus- 
ing much financial loss by interference 
with travel and commerce. No quar- 
antine can be legally established with- 
out the consent of this Board, and this 
will not be given unless the circum- 
stances are very exceptional. Commun- 
ities maintaining unauthorized quar- 
antines are liable to persons suffering 
in jvries or damages therefrom. 

At this time every person in Ken- 
tucky should ba vaccinated or revacci- 
nated. If properly protected it will 
not take, and if it takes there is need 
of it. The vaccination should always 
be done in three places about an inch 
apart by a competent physician, wtth 
clean hands and instruments upon a 
well cleaned arm, by scraping off the 
scarf skin without drawing blood, and 
should be allowed to dry thoroughly 
before the sleeve is put down, and 
should be protected for a few days 
with a clean cloth or absorbent cotton. 
This will give the best chance for a 
successful result, with much less sore- 
ness and suffering.

KENTUCKY FARMERS 

Near Owensboro Removing Their House- 
hold Effect* and Stock. 
Owensboro, Ky., March 25.— The 
water continues its steady rise of an 
inch an hour, and only lacks a foot of 
the January flood stage. For 50 miles 
up and down the river the farmers 
have abandoned their houses, and 
their stock has been removed to higher 
ground. The small packets on Green 
river are busy moving corn and stock. 
A few feet more water and local packets 
will stop running, because landing 
places are under water. At Owensboro 
there is no immediate danger except 
to the cellulose factory, which could 
be wrecked by a thirty-foot cave-in, at 
a loss of about 8200,000. The banks, 
however, have been protected by aand 
bags, and a force of men are ready 
with more. Only a severe windstorm 
will do any great damage. The wheat

Antl-Clgarette Bill Vetoed. 

Frankfort. Ky., March 25. — Lieut. 
Gov. Worthington, acting governor in 
the absence of Gov. Bradley, Thursday 
vetoed the anti-cigarette bill. The 
bill was introduced by Mr. Walker, of 
Owensboro, and was passed in both 
houses by an overwhelming majority. 
It is vetoed on constitutional grounds. 
The measure was stringent in its pro- 
visions and made it an offense to have 
cigarettes or cigarette material in pos- 
session, as well aa to manufacture, 
sell, loan or use the same. It would 
have been a great blow to the tobacco 
trade if it had become a law. 

May Call an Extra Session. 

Frankfort, Ky., March 25.— It was 
rumored here Friday night that Gov. 
Bradley, before the late adjournment 
of the legislature, held a conference 
with Speaker Beckham and other legis- 
lators, and intimated that in case of 
war, which he believes is nearly cer- 
tain, an extra session of the legisla- 
ture would be called.

Abraham, 
kuowinp that the journey before 
tiis servant and her son will be 
very long and across desolate places, 
in tka kindness of his heart sets about 
putting up some bread and a bottle 
with water in it It is a very plain 
lunch that Abraham provides, but I 
warrant you there would have been

The scorching noon comes on. The

Ishmael. the boy, begins to complain

i weariness or the sweltering heat; for 
awHwra ran endure anything. Trudge, 
tradge, trudge. Crossing the dead level 
| >f the desert, how wearily and slowly 
tin' ini!< s slip! A tamarind that seemed 
boars ago to stand only just a little 
ah ad. inviting travelers to come under 
it> kkadoar, now is as far off as ever, or 
teeatioffij so. Nipht drops upon the 
desert and the travelers are pillow- 

laaa, lafcaiarl very areary, I suppose, 

instantly falls asleep. Hagar, as the 
shadows .,f the nig.it U'crin to lap over 
each other — Bagar hugs her weary boy 
to her bosom and thinks of the fact 
that it is her fault that they are in the 
1. s. rt. A star looks out. and ever fall- 
ing tear is kissed with a sparkle. A 
wing of wind conies over the hot earth 
and lifts the locks from the fevered 
brow of the boy. Hapar sleeps fitfully 
and in her own dreams travels over 
the weary day. and half awakes her 
son by eryinp out iu her sleep, "Ish- 
■arl* Ishmael!'* 

And so they fO on day after day and 
Bigkt after night, for they have lost 
their way. kio path in the shifting 
aaadM no tiga in the burning sky. 
The saek eaiptj of Hour; the water 
pone from th.- bottle. What shall she 
do? As she puts her fainting Lhniael 
under a stunted shrub of the arid 
plain, she sees the bloodshot eye, feels 
the hot hand, and watches the blood 
bursting from the cracked tongue, and 
there is a shriek in tka desert of lieer- 
■kaka, -We shall die! We shall die!" 
Now. no mother was ever made strong 
enough to hear her son cry in vain for a 
drink. Heretofore she had cheered her 
l>ov by promising a speedy end of the 
journey, and even smiled upon him 
when she felt desperately enouph. 
Now there is nothing to do but place 
him under a shrub and let him 
die. She had thought that she 
would sit there and watch until the 
spirit of her boy would go away for- 
ever, and then "she would breathe out 
her own life on his silent heart: but as 
tka boy begins to claw his tongue in 
agony of thirst and struggle in distor- 
tion, and begs his mother to slay him, 
she can not endure the spectacle. She 
puts him under a shrub and goes off a 
bow-shot, and begins to weep until all 
the desert seems sobbing, and her cry 
strikes clear throuph the heavens; and 
an angel of God eoims out on a cloud, 
and looks down upon the appalling 
grief and cries: "Hagar, what aileth 
thee?" She looks up and she sees the 
an;rel pointing to a well of water, 
where she fills the bottle for the lad. 
Thank Go 1! Thank God! 

I learn from this oriental scene, in 
the first place, what a sad thing it 
is when people do not know their 
place and pet too proud for their busi- 
ness! Hagar was an assistant in that 
household, but she wanted to rule 
there. She ridiculed and jeered until 
her son, Ishmael, got the same tricks. 
She dashed out her own happiness and 
threw Sarah into a great fret; and if 
she had stayed much longer in that 
household she would have upset calm 
Abraham's equilibrium. My friends, 
one-half of the trouble in the world to- 
day comes from the fact that people 
do not know their place, or, finding 
their place, will not stay in it When 
we come into the world there is always 
a place ready for us. A place for Abra- 
ham. A place for Sarah. A place for 
Hagar. A place for Ishmael. A place 
for you and a place for me. 

Our first duty is to find our sphere; 
our second is to keep it. We may be 
born in a sphere far off from the one 
for which God finally intends us. Six- 
tus V. was born on the low ground 
and was a swineherd; God called 
him up to wave a scepter. Ferguson 
spent his early days in looking 
after sheep; God called him up to 
look after stars and be a shepherd 
watching the llocks of light on the 
hillsides of heaven. Hogarth began 
by engraving pewter pots; God raised 
him to stand in the enchanted realm 
of a painter. The shoemaker's bench 
held Hloomfield for a little while; but 
God raised him to sit in the chair of 
a philosopher and Christian scholar. 
The soap boiler of London could not 
keep his son in that business, for God 
had decided that Hawley was to be one 
of the greatest astronomers of Eng- 
land. ^ 

On the other hand we may be born in 
a sphere a little higher than that for 
which God intends us. We may be 
born in a castle, and play in a costly 
conservator}', and feed high-bred 
pointers, and angle for gold fish in 
artificial ponds, and be familiar with 
the princess; yet God may better have 
fitted us for a carpenter's shop, or den- 
tist's forceps, or a weaver's shuttle, or 
blacksmith's forge. The great thing 



is to find just the sphere for which God 
inunded us, and then to -occupy that 



tka alow is just as honorable as the 
BUM who makes the constitution. 
There is a woman who was made to 
laVnion a rol-e, and yonder is one in- 
tend, u to be a que mi and wear it. It 
aw an to me that iu the one case as in 
the other. Cod appoints the sphere, 
and the needle la just as respeetable 
in Biaaigklaa the scepter. I do not 
know but that the world would lonp 
apo have been saved if some of the 
men out of the ministry were in it and 
some of those who are in it were out 
of it. 1 really think that one-half the 
world may be divided into two quar- 
ters—those who have not found tiieir 
sphere, and those who having found it, 
are not willing to stay there. How 
many are struggling for a position a 
little higher than that which God in- 
tended them. The bondswoman wants 
to lie mistress. Hagar keeps crowding 
Sarah. The small wheel of a watch 
beautifully went treading its golden 
pathway wants to be the balance- 
wheel, and the sparrow with chagrin 
drops into the brook because it can 
not, like the eagle, cut a circle under 
the sun. 

In the Lord's army we all want to be 
brigadier penerals! The sloop says: 
"More mast, more ton nape, more can- 
vas. Oh. that I were a topsail schoon- 
er, or a f'ull-ripged brig, or a Cunard 
steamer!" And so the world is filled 
with cries of discontent, because we 
are not willing to stay in the place 
where Goa* put us an.l intended us to 
be. My friends, be not too proud to 
do anythinp Uod tells you todo;for the 
lack of a right disposition in thi > re- 
spect the world is strewn w ith wonder- 
ing Dagan and Ishinaels. God has 
given each one of us a work to do. 

You carry a scuttle of coal up that 
dark alley. You distribute that Chris- 
tian tract. You give $10,000 to the 
missionary cause. You for 15 years 
sit with chronic rheumatism, display- 
ing the beauty of Chris: ian submis- 
sion. Whatever God calls you to. 
whether it win hissing or huzza: 
whether to walk under triumphal 
arch or lift the sot out of the ditch; 
whether it be to preach on a l'euteeost 
or t. 11 some wanderer of the street 
of the mercy of the Christ of Mai-y 
Magdalene; whether it be to weave a 
garland for a laughing child on a 
spring morning and call kef a Mary 
Queen, or to comb out the tangled 
locks of a waif of the street and cut up 
one of your old dresses to fit her out 
for the sanctuary— do it. and do it 
and do it right away. Whether it be 
a crown or yoke, do not fidget. Ever- 
lasting honors upon those whodo their 
work, and do their whole work, and 
are contented in the sphere in which 
God has put them; while there is wan- 
dering, and exile, and desolation, and 
a ilderness for discontented Hagar and 
Ishmael. 

Again, I find in this Oriental scene a 
lesson of sympathy with woman when 
she goes forth trudging in the desert 
What a great change it was for this 
Hagar! There was the tent, and all 
the surroundings of Abraham's house, 
beautiful and luxurious, no doubt 
Now she is going out into the hot 
sands of the desert. Oh, what a change 
it was! And in our day we often see 
the wheel of fortune turn. Here is 
some one who lived in the very bright 
home of her father. She had every- 
thing possible to administer to 
her happiness — plenty at the table, 
music in the drawing room, welcome 
at the door. She is led forth into life 
by some one who can not appreciate 
her. A dissipated soul comes and takes 
her out in the desert Cruelties blot 
out all the lights of that home circle. 
Harsh words wear out her spirits. The 
high hopes that shone out over the 
marriage altar while the ring was be- 
ing set. and the vows given, and the 
benediction pronounced, have all faded 
with the orange blossoms, and there 
she is to-day broken hearted, thinking 
of past joys and present desolation and 
coming anguish. Hagar in the wilder- 
ness? 

Here is beautiful home. You can 
not think of anything that can be add- 
ed to it For 3 - ears there has not been 
the suggestion of a single trouble*. 
Bright and happy children fill the 
house with laughter and song. Hooks 
to read. Pictures to look at Lounges 
to rest on. Cup of domestic joy full 
and running over. Dark night drops. 
Pillow hot. Pulses flutter. Eyes close. 
And the foot whose well-known steps 
on the door sill brought the whole 
household out at eventide crying: 
"Father's cominp!" will never sound 
on the door sill again. A long, deep 
grief plowed through all the bright- 
ness of domestic li.'e. Paradise lost. 
Widowhood. Hagar in the wilderness. 

How often is it we see the weak arm 
of woman conscripted for this battle 
with the rough world. Who is she, go- 
ing down the street in the earby light 
of the morning, pale with exhausting 
work, not half slept out with the slum- 
bers of last night, tragedies of suffer- 
ing written all over her face, her lus- 
treless eyes looking far ahead, as 
though for the coming of some other 
trouble? Her parents call her Mary, 
or Bertha, or Agnes, on the day when 
they held her up to the font and 
the Christian minister sprinkled on 
the infant's face the washings 
of a holy baptism. Her name is chang- 
ed now. I hear it in the shuffle of the 
wornout shoes 1 see it in the figure of 
the faded calico. I find it in the linea- 
ments of the woe-begone countenance. 
Not Mary, nor Bertha, nor Agnes, but 
Hagar in the wilderness. May God 
have mercy upon woman in her toils, 
her struggles, her hardships, her deso- 
lation, and may the great heart of 
divine sympathy inclose her forever! 

Again, I find in this oriental scene 
the fact that every mqther leads forth 
tremendous destinies. 

You say: ' That isn't an unusual 
acene, a mother leading her child by 
the hand." Who is it that she is lead- 
ing? Ishmael, you gay. Who is Ishmael? 

A great nation is to be founded — a 
nation so strong that it stands for 
thousands of years against all the ar- 
mies of the world. Egypt and Assyria 
thunder against it but in vain. Gaulns 
brings up his army, and bis army is 
smitten. Alexander decides upon a 
campaign, brings up his hosts, and 
dies. 

For a long while that nation monop- 
olizes the learning of the world. It is 
the nation of Arabs. Who founded it? 
Ishmael, the lad that Hagar led into 
the wilderness. She had no idea she 
was leading forth such destinies 
Neither does any mother. You pass 
along the street and see and pass boys 
and girls who will yet make the earth 
quake with their influence. 

Who is that boy at Sntton Pool, Ply- 
mouth, Eng., barefooted, wading down 
into the slush and slime, until his bare 



he lift* it, bleeding and pain-struck? 

That wouud in the foot decides that he 
be sedentary in his life, decides that ho 
be a student That wound by the plass 
in the foot decides that he shall 
be John Kitto, who shall pro- 
vide the best relipious eneyelope- 
iia the world has evt:r had pro- 
vided, and, with his other writinp3 
as well, throwing a lie/ht upon the 
Word of Goil such as has come from no 
other man in this century. Ok, mother, 
mother, that little hand that wanders 
over your face may yet be lifted to hurl 
thunderbolts of war or drop benedic- 
tion-! That little voice may blas- 
pheme God in the progshop or 
cry "Forward!" to the Lord's hosts 
as they po out for their last victory. 
My mind this morning leaps 30 
years ahead, and I see a merchant 
prince of New York. One stroke 
of his pen brings a ship out of Canton. 
Another stroke of his pen brings a ship 
in Madras. He is mighty in all the 
money markets of the world. Who is 
he? He sits on Sabbaths beside yon in 
church. My mind leaps 30 years for- 
ward from this time, and I find myself 
in a relief association. A great multi- 
tude of Christian women have met to- 
gether for a generous purpose. 
There is one woman in that crowd 
who seems to have the confidence 
of all the others, and they all 
look up to her for counsel and 
for her prayers. Who is she? This 
afternoon you will find her in the Sab- 
bath-school, while the teacher tells her 
that Christ, who clothed the naked, 
and fed the hungry, and healed tho 
sick. My mind leaps forward 30 years 
from now. and I find myself in an Af- 
rican jungle, and there is a missionary 
of the cross addressing the natives, and 
their dusky countenances are irradi- 
ated with the glad tidings of great 
joy and salvation. Who is he? Did 
you not hear his voice to-day in tho 
opening song of your church service? 

My mind leaps forward 30 years from 
now, and I find myself looking through 
the wickedness of a prison. I see a 
face scarred with every crime. His 
chin on his open palm, his elbow on 
his knee — a picture of despair. As I 
open the wicket he starts, and I hear 
his chain clank. The jail-keeper tjlls 
me that he has been in there three 
times — first for theft, then for arson, 
and now for murder. He steps upon 
the trap door, the rope is fastened to 
his neck, the plank falls, his bodv 
swings in the air, his soul swings off 
into eternity. Who is he, and where is 
he? This afternoon playinp kite on 
the city commons. Mother, you are now 
hoisting a throne or forging a chain; 
you are kindling a star or digging a 
dungeon. 

A Christian mother a good many 
years ago sat teaching lessoas of re- 
ligion to her child, and he drank in 
those lessons. She never kne-w that 
Lamphier would come forth and estab- 
lish the Fulton-street prayer m eeting, 
and by one meeting revolutionizj the 
devotions of the whole earth and thrill 
the eternities with his Christian influ- 
ence. Lamphier said it was his mother 
who broupht him to Jesus Christ. She 
never had an idea that she was leading 
forth such destinies. But oh, 
when I see a mother reckless 
of her influence, rattling on toward 
destruction, garlanded for the saeritiee 
with unseemly mirth and godlessness, 
dancing on down to perdition, taking 
her children in the same direction, 
preparing them for a life of frivolity, 
1 can not help but say: "There they go 
— there they go; Hagar and Ishmael!" 
I tell you there are wilder deserts than 
Beer-sheba in many of the fashion- 
able circles of this day. Dissipated 
parents leading dissipated chil- 
dren. Avaricious parents leading 
avaricious children. Prayerless pa- 
rents leading prayerless children. 
They go through every street, 
up every dark alley, into every cellar, 
along every highway. Hagar and Ish- 
mael! And while I pronounce their 
names it seems like the moaning of 
the elesert wind: "llagarand Ishmael!" 
I learn one more lesson from this 
Oriental scene, and that is that 
every wilderness has a well in it 
Hagar and Ishmael gave up to die.
